having been found that the unbound copies are of little use. 

We recommend, that of the documents, except the Adjutant’s 
report, there be bound in like manner, together, as documents, 300 
copies for ‘exchange with other States, under the control of the 
Governor. E 

That of the reports to be printed as above, one copy of each of 
the said bound volumes to each of the members of the Legislature 
and the officers of the same; and the remainder as may be hereafter 
directed. . i 

Although not in the reference to us, yet we think it proper to’ 
call the attention of the Legislature to the fact, that the published

laws of this State, have turned out to be wholly insufficient, and 
are long since exhausted. 

' We therefore recommend that all the acts, including the acts of 
1868, 1864, 1865, and of the present session, be reprinted, and be 
half bound; for the use of the State and for sale, and that the 
same be bound in one volume, and that 2000. copies be so published 
and bound.
